From: Mayor Lewis M. Howell 
Subject: Economy and Efficiency in Government. 
Albany, like every other city in the State of 
California is looking for ways to cut and trim in 
keeping with the Proposition 13 mandate. Since the 
passage of the proposition I have made it my busi- 
hess to study in considerable depth the functions of 
each department in the city and the work load of our 
employees. I have also studied ways other cities of 
our size are making savings. Itis my conclusion that 
the city council which controlled the city prior to the 
1978 recall election allowed the city bureaucracy to 
grow far beyond the needs of our approximately 
15,500 citizen community. And recent events on Al- 
bany Hill have dramatically demonstrated that 
there is a lack of effective leadership from the office 


of the city administrator. 


I therefore make the following proposal which I 
believe will bring more efficiency to city govern- 
ment, provide more effective service to the citizens 
of Albany and save the city a minimum of $50,000? 

1. Eliminate the position of city administrator 
and make each department head responsible to the 
city council. This will save a $36,000 salary, plus 
travel expenses. In addition secretaries now in that 
department can be absorbed into other secretarial 
jobs that are opening up in city hall, producing addi- 


tional savings. 


2. Hire an experienced licensed city engineer 
who would not only be responsible for the Public 
Works Department, but have responsibility for gen- 
eral administrative duties in the city which cut ac- 
ross departmental lines. The title would be public 
works director and city engineer. 

3. Appoint Robert Guletz to the position of assis- 
tant city engineer, He would replace Art Wong in the 
public works department. Mr. Wong would be laid 
off without prejudice. That is to say, his layoff would 
be strictly an economy measure and in no way re- 


flect on his capabilities. 


4, Place primary responsibility for the city’s:fi- 
nances with the city finance officer who will answer 
directly to the council for the city budget and all 
other major matters involving finance. He will also 
negotiate all labor contracts. We have recently hired 
a finance officer, a man I believe is capable of carry- 


ing out these duties. 


Trealize that the elimination of the city adminis- 
trator’s position will cause considerable con- 
troversy in the city. It is, therefore, not a recom- 
mendation I make lightly, Rather, itis.a recommen- 


dation I make after more than a 
observation of the administrator’s 


ear of careful 
ce. I was able 


to discover very little substantive work coming from 
that office. And, the city administrator, after re- 
peated requests from me, has been unable to provide 
a list of his own achievements during his year with 
us, Consequently, I can make the recommendation 
to eliminate the administrator’s position without re- 
servation and in good conscience. 
Elected officials in California can no longer take 

a casual attitude to the spending of public money. 
Budget time is fast approaching and this council has 
an obligation to every resident of Albany to make the 
city’s money go as far as possible through effective 
efficiency measures. The time for decisive action 
has come. I urge every member of the council to 
demonstrate to our citizens that we take the mes- 
sage of Proposition 13 seriously and approve the re- 
commendations made in this proposal.

ALBANY — Mayor Lewis Howell has proposed 


the elimination of the city administrator position as _ 


a Prop. 13 economy move, but Councilwoman Joyce | 
Jackson has angrily denounced the move as politi- 


cally motivated. 

Howell said the elimina- 
tion of administrator Wil- 
liam Haden’s office would 
save at least $50,000 per 
year. 

Howell’s proposal will be 
discussed during a closed, 
executive meeting of the 
council just before its regu- 
lar 8 p.m. meeting next 


Monday. 
The council voted 3-2 
Monday night for the closed 


session, with Ms. Jackson 
proposing instead an open, 
public session. Councilman 
William Lewis supported 
her objections to a closed 
session. 

Howell’s plan includes 
four major proposals: 

e Elimination of the city 
administrator position, 
making each department 
head directly responsible to 
the city council. Howell es- 
timates this would save 
$36,000 a year plus travel 
expenses. Haden’s sec- 
retaries would be transfer- 
Soe other jobs open in city 

all. 


e Hiring of an experi- 
enced licensed city engineer 
who would replace Public 
Works Director Robert 
Guletz as department head. 
The new employee would 
also have general adminis- 
trative duties for the city, 
with the title, public works 
director and city engineer. 

e Demotion of Guletz to 
assistant city engineer, re- 
placing Art Wong in the pub- 
lic works department who 
would be laid off. This 
economy move would not 
reflect on Wong’s 
capabilities, Howell said. 

e Giving the new finance 
officer, Roy Endersby, the 
primary responsibility for 
city finances, directly re- 
sponsible to the city council 
for the city budget and labor 
negotiations. 

Other council members 
watched in silence as Mayor 
Howell and Councilwoman 
Jackson shouted accusa- 
tions. _ 

Ms. Jackson became en- 
raged when Howell accused 
her of telling former city 
administrator James 
Turner he was fired during a

Griffin said it would help if 
he installed a clean out, not 
in his back yard, but 
alongside his house, and he 
did so the day or so after the 
weekend our crew re- 
sponded. 

The reason we didn’t dig 
up the sidewalk was simply 
because we were shor- 
thanded. We had three men 
on the crew that day and we 
have been shorthanded. It 
was a lot simpler and 

uicker to rod the sewer 

rom clean out than dig up 
and look for a sewer. 

Again, this is totally con- 
sistant with what we have 
done at other times in the 
past. When Mr. George, the 
way I heard it, ordered the 
crew off the site. I don’t 
know exactly what he said to 
them, but when any worker 
gets the word from a Coun- 
cilman to stop work, I think 
it is appropriate that he do 
so, and then come to me and 
talk it over. The word I got 
was that he was ordered off 
the site. 

Mr. Griffin, later that 
night, hired Roto Rooter to 
complete the sewer work. 

When our crew stopped 
cutting or stopped pane 
the sewer, they had reache 
the back of the sidewalk and 
had not reached the obstruc- 
tion and I heard from Mr. 
Griffin that the Roto Rooter 
people had found the 
obstruction five feet in from 
the curb and it was the 
street tree roots after all, so 
I think that indicates the de- 
cision that was made by the 
Public Works street crew 
that was out there doing the 
surveillance. The overall 
usage of time and material 
that it is the most expediti- 
ous thing to do. It is a lot 
easier to rod a sewer from a 
clean out than it is to dig 
around looking for the 
sewer.” 

Councilman George: 
“Bob, the question is, why 
were they having trouble in 
the driveway area?”’ 

Mr. Guletz: ‘‘My under- 
standing in talking to Bill 
Tuesday, he was having no 
trouble. He had reached no 
obstructions up to the time 
he had reached the 
sidewalk.” 

Councilman George: ‘He 
even had a hose, water, ev- 
erything else going into the 
sewer and the neighbors 
themselves were the ones 
who complained.

That makes it the side of the 
house.” 

Councilwoman Jackson: 
“Mr. Mayor, obviously 
when we had public discus- 
sions such as this tonight, it 
leaves much to be desired. 
Any reasonable person, and 
that would be anyone of us 
five elected up here, cer- 
tainly know we do not have 
the authority to go ordering 
around any of our workers
